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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ito et al. 
Japan 2002-206542 in view of Mitzutani et al. 

Ito discloses an electrocorrosion preventive rolling bearing assembly comprising an in inner 
raceway member (1) and outer raceway member (2) at least one circumferential row of a 
plurality of rolling elements (3) rollingly interposed between the inner and outer raceway 
members, an electrically insulating layer (5) formed on the outer raceway member so as to cover 
a peripheral surface and opposite annular end faces of the outer raceway member, the peripheral 
surface of the outer raceway member being engageable with a housing; and a tool reference 
plane (2a) defined in at least one of opposite sides of the raceway member, the tool reference 
plane being utilizable for a process of finishing the electrically insulating layer , the tool 
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reference plane is defined by a bare surface area in the end face of the raceway member, which is 
left uncovered by the insulating layer. Note that even though product-by-process claim 
limitations are limited by and defined by the process, determination of patentability is based on 
the product itself The patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production. 
See MPEP §2113. Mizutani et al. discloses a rolling contact bearing having an electrocorrosion 
preventive coating. The bearing includes inner and outer raceways with an inner peripheral 
surface of the outer raceway member and an outer peripheral surface of the inner raceway 
member is of a cylindrical shape, excluding a portion of the inner peripheral surface of the outer 
raceway or the outer peripheral surface of the inner raceway where the raceway groove is 
positioned. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to utilize the teaching of a tool reference plane of Ito in other known bearing 
assemblies, including that of a ball bearing having cylindrical surfaces adjacent the raceways, 
because bearings of this type are known to require the electric corrosion prevention taught by Ito.
